The  Self  Foundation  adds  $50,000  grant 


A  $50,000  grant  from  The  Self 
Foundation  of  Greenwood  adds 
impetus  to  Presbyterian  College  plans 
to  renovate  its  old  Springs  Gymnasium 
into  a  modern  student  activities  center. 

President  Kenneth  B.  Orr  expressed 
appreciation  to  James  C.  Self,  president 
of  The  Self  Foundation,  whose 
charitable  foundation  had  made  an 
earlier  gift  of  $10,000  toward  the  major 
remodeling  project. 

According  to  Frank  J.  Wideman,  Jr., 
executive  vice-president  of  The 
Foundation,  the  $50,000  is  designated 
to  help  with  the  cost  of  electrical  work. 

Dr.  Orr  said  the  Self  grant  raises  to 


almost  $750,000  the  amount  already 
subscribed  to  underwrite  the  estimated 
$1.2  million  restoration  price  tag.

Annual  Giving  reaches  $332,175 

Moving  into  December  at  record  pace,  both  the  overall  Annual  Giving  program 
and  the  Walter  Johnson  Scotsman  Club  needed  just  one  more  big  push  to  reach 
their  1982  goals  before  books  close  on  January  15. 

Accelerating  support  throughout  the  year  already  had  Annual  Giving  running 
almost  20  percent  ahead  of  the  previous  year's  total  at  this  date.

Fall  sports  update 

"We  tried  not  to  harp  on  our  injuries 
this  year,  but  truthfully  this  team 
endured  more  injuries  than  any  team  I 
have  had  in  my  35  years  of  coaching." 

Not  being  one  for  alibis,  Coach  Cally 
Gault  offered  these  words  only  after  a 
decisive  21-7  victory  over  Newberry 
College  closed  the  1982  football  season 
and  returned  the  Bronze  Derby  to  the 
PC  campus.  A  patched  up  crew  did  the 
job  in  very  good  style. 

That  win  enabled  the  Blue  Hose  to 
post  an  even  5-5-1  record  for  a  fall 
campaign  that  brought  impressive 
decisions  over  Mississippi  College  and 
defending  NAIA  champion  Elon  along 
with  the  disappointing  losses.  At 
mid-season  PC  ranked  18th  nationally, 
but  injuries  finally  took  their  toll.  They 
struck  every  element:  backs  and 
linemen,  offense  and  defense — and 
even  the  punter,  who  went  out  with  a 
41-yard  average. 

Elsewhere  on  the  fall  sports  scene, 
the  PC  soccer  team  dropped  slightly  off 
its  pace  of  last  year  in  posting  a  6-7-2 
record.  And  women's  volleyball 
improved  on  the  1981  mark  by  gaining 
7  victories  against  15  losses. 


Off  to  a  winning  start 


Undefeated  in  six  games  through 
December  5,  including  the  Little  Four 
championship,  the  Blue  Hose  raced  to 
PC's  fastest  basketball  start  in  years. 

The  team  kept  its  streak  going  by 
knocking  off  rivals  Newberry  and 
Wofford  on  successive  nights  of  the 
tournament,  from  which  Center  Bill 
Coon  emerged  as  "most  valuable."  He 
and  Steve  Smith — classic  play-making 
guard  from  Woodbridge,  Va.,  whose 
18.6  average  led  the  scoring  last  year — 
are  two  reasons  why  Butch  Estes  exudes 
optimism  over  prospects  for  his  third 
year  as  coach  here. 

Other  reasons  include  more 
experience  and  greater  depth  resulting 
from  some  key  freshman  additions. 

Coon,  6-8  junior  from  Humble,  Tex., 
averaged  11  points  and  7.2  rebounds 
last  season.  He's  the  leading  rebounder 
and  overall  strong  defensive  player. 
Sophomore  David  Behrens  of  Mount 
Pleasant  pairs  with  Smith  at  the  other 
guard  to  give  the  Blue  Hose  a  solid 


backcourt  combination. 

Additional  offensive  punch  is 
expected  from  forwards  Troy 
Tummond  of  Jacksonville,  Fla.,  and 
Dan  Nunnery  of  Easley — with  Danny 
Howell  of  Thomson,  Ga.,  Earl  Connor  of 
Clover  and  Mike  Smith  of  Fayetteville, 
N.  C,  as  the  most  likely  freshmen 

Estes  and  Assistant  Coach  Gregg 
Nibert  hope  they  have  solved  the 
defense  problem  that  has  plagued 
PC  in  recent  years.  It  concentrates 
on  man-to-man  coverage,  while 
showing  other  zones  and  presses  to 
keep  pressure  on  the  ball.  The  season 
story  could  be  told  here. 

While  this  campaign  is  expected  to 
advance  the  basketball  cause  a  step 
beyond  the  12-16  record  of  last  year, 
the  Estes  rebuilding  job  may  be  a 
season  away  from  peak  performance. 
After  all,  the  squad  has  only  one 
senior  on  its  16-man  roster  that  also 
includes  two  juniors,  six  sophomores 
and  seven  freshmen.
